blood-stained sands of North Africa former Dons are 
fighting and dying.

We are fighting with the fearless Rus- 
sians who are waging: the kind of total costly war that 
must be fought; with brave patriots in the occupied coun- 
tries who are dying to give their sons a better world. 
Stealth is their lot, murder their duty, and death their 
fate. There is no peace in a world where only the stars 
are neutral. ,

dedicate this special war issue to all alumni who are carry- 
ing on their total war against every Axis stronghold.—G.L.

warned today as he presented an eight-point plan for 
curbing war fatalism. As the first of eight steps outlined 
to keep morale high he advised ‘“‘Don’t permit your health 


to become impaired.” 

The second main point Mr. 
Sheffield brought out is ‘‘Keep 
busy. Give attention to your regu- 
lar daily problems and take on 
some new activities that seem to 
contribute directly to prepared- 
ness.” 

Accept Responsibility 

“Accepting responsibility is im- 
portant in lifting morale,’ the 
jaysee psychologist declared. Mr. 
Sheffield explained that when one 
is concerned with the welfare of 
others he has little concern for 
his own personal safety. “Do your 
part, but don’t worry about prob- 
lems that are too big for you to 
solve,” he advised. 

Step number five of his eight 
point program is avoiding fear. 
Quoting a British spokesman he 
states, “Fear is a useful servant 
when it helps one to survive; but 
an extremely bad master. Panic 
is infectious; fear shown by one 
person communicates itself to 
others quickly.” 

Curb Rumors 

“Be critical of rumors,” advises 
Mr. Sheffield. As a student coun- 
selor, he suggests that it is safer 
to be one of the last to accept 
rumor than to be one of the first. 
He explained, “By the time it has 
traveled the rounds it is usually 
disproved.”’ 

“Don’t park your sense of 
humor for the duration” is a 
seventh point he listed. “A good 
laugh does something to that 
shakey, skidding feeling that no 
amount of logic can equal.”

Birth Dates 

Those who were born on or 
after July 1, 1924, but not af- 
ter August 31, 1924, shall be 
registered on any day during 
the week commencing Dec. 11 
and ending Dec. 17. 

Those who were born on or 
after Sept. 1, 1924, but not 
after Oct. 31, 1924 shall be 
registered during the week of 
Dec. 18-24. 

Last Week 

Those born on or after Nov. 
1, 1924, but not after Dec. 13, 
1924, will be registered during 
the week of Dec. 26-31.

To Counselors 


Counselor Head Herman J. 
Sheffield today indicated that a 
procedure in the issuance of de- 
ficiency notices adopted last year 
will be used again this semester 
when the failing grade notices are 
handed into the office today. 

In place of the previous method 
of referring the notices to the 
main office, from where they were 
mailed out to parents of students, 
a system of individual interviews 
with counselors will be worked 
out for students doing unsatisfac- 
oy work, Mr. Sheffield explain- 
ed. 

Special Report 

Following an analysis by in- 
strvctors and counselors of the 
reasons for the students doin 
failing work, a special report will 
be made out to accompany the 
notices. The report will determine 
whether or not the grades will be 
sent out, he said. 

Blank form for the reports list 
possible causes for failure as 
health, sight, hearing, emotional 
stability, attitude, absences, tardi- 
ness, classroom misconduct, as- 
signment neglect, and indiffer- 
ence.

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Capital To Campus

W ASHINGTON—(ACP)—As this is written the presi- 
dent is signing the ‘teen age draft bill. Its impact will be 
felt at once by colleges and universities throughout the 


nation. 
About one-third of all male collegians are 18 or 19 
years old. Prospects for these men sum up about like this: 

Approximately 25 per cent 
probably won’t be taken because 
of physical disabilities. 

Those already enlisted in col- 
lege reserve training courses 
won’t be taken—they are already 
in the army and, apparently, pas- 
sage of the bill won’t appreciably 
affect their present status. The 
same goes for those in senior 
ROTC. 

Youths To Be Called Fast 

All other 18 and 19 year old 
college students are subject to 
draft call—and fast. It is esti- 
mated they will be inducted start- 
ing about Jan. 1. For a time it 
appeared that ’teen age men al- 
ready in college would be able 
to obtain deferment until July 
1, 1943. That prospect is now out 
the window for college men, al- 
though high school students call- 
ed up in the last half of this 
school year may request defer- 
ment in order to finish out their 
terms. 

Enactment of the law will prob- 
ably result in a hard drive by the 
navy to enlist 17 year olds, since 
army draft of the elder ’teen age 
youth will seriously cut into the 
navy man power potential—and 
the navy still insists upon volun- 
tary enlistment.

Some Men To College 

According to Representative 
Sparkman, Democrat, of Alabama, 
the army will send more men 
back to college than it actually 
needs for its own purposes. These 
extra men would be assigned to 
industrial jobs. 

Sparkman points out that the 
army plans calls for training pe- 
riods of varying length, from 9 
to 27 months. Principal courses 
would be médical and pre-medical 
courses, engineering and science. 
Those college men whose abilities 
and interests lie in the arts, fine 
and otherwise, are going to be at 
a disadvantage.

Paradoxically, it is a 
startling reproduction of what you con- 
demned in your editorial—namely, stories 
derived from publicity seeking chairmen. 
All but two stories, one of them an assem- 
bly notice, are of interest only to a small 
percentage of junior college students. 
Encouragement rather than diffidence 
should be tendered these news sources, 
for without these stories there would be 
no society page.
